Conrad's exposure to the poisonous 


waters of Havana harbor brought on a 
relapse. He returned from Cuba in a 
very critical condition, with no hope 
of recovery.

Japanese Diet Prorogued.

When the isi-w 
negotiations are begun. (Jreat Kriiaiu 
v/ill be able to submit h-r counter 
l-rojiosiiiou, if ^lio has aisy. The sinia- 
jiou v/ill then be that the I'nitqd de- 
sires to renew negotiations aud that 
tlie British government, acceding to 
tLe American request, makes known 
what it will accept as the price of re- 
opening the subject. Tho matu-r is 
completely closed by the British* reply. 
If it is reopened, it luust be'at the re- 
quest of the United States. Ureat lirit- 
ain will then point to tbe Clayton-Kul- 
wt-r trtaty, show that the United 
States cannot construct au iutferoe-eanie 
canal under it without her consent and 
name her price. 


There are only three ways out for 


the United States. One is to claim that 
the treaty is void, the second that it is 
voidable, the third to accept the Brit- 
ish position that the treaty is in full 
foree and begin negotiations anew at 
that disadvantage. The first door is 
closed to the United States. The third 
would make negotiations practically 
impossible, for it is morally certain 
that the senate would not accept the 
terms which Great Britain would dic- 
tate if a full acceptance of her position 
were made. The belief Is general that 
if negotiations are renewed it will be 
upon the basis of the second claim. 
This is the old claim made by Elaine 
and Frelinghuyseu, that the treaty may 
be dec-hired void. Upon, thia basis the 
United States would have a chance_to 
maneuver for position, and there is a 
strong belief that the negotiations will 
be renewed upon this basis.

colil may give rise to. 
The mouths of 


akogotlic-r healthy people very commonly 
have lots of pneumonia bacteria iu them. 


As for carbuncle, the curator said that 


ho could produce it auy time in the most 
healthy individual by a simple inoculation 
with a solution of the germs.- Once so ia- 
oculated you would have about au oven 
chance with dfath. Spraying the throat 
with a solution of the proper serais is the 
method also for conveying diphtheria. 


There is no great ditlu-tilty ia contract- 


ing Asiatic cholera if you want to. Take 
a few of the germs from the appropriate 
bottles at the museum aud drink them iu 
water or beef tea. If your stomach is in 
a particularly healthy condition, you may 
not take the disease, but otheru ise you 
ate piettj certain to have it. It is said 
that au ufehisiam in the. laboratory of tho 
laiiKius Dr. ICoch once swallowed l.«v ue 
liilout a lot yf germs, oC AM.HU- illnloi.i, 
with which experiments \veie-b.-hii' ni.nie. 
aad developed what Dr. Koch ln?!ieu-d a 
typical ca.se. The assistant ivcuvered, by 
a narrow chance. 


The diseases which tho government 


keeps thus bottled iu convenient form arc- 
all obtained—the germs, that is to say— 
Irom actual diseased tis.siies of patients 
afllicted with the com plaints. To propa- 
gutt' the genus in auy quantity from these 
tissue is easy enough. Vegetable gela- 
tin, from a Japanese plant called agar- 
acur, is boiled and mixed with beef tea, 
so as to form' a soft, transparent solid. 
A small quantity of this is put into a 
tube tightly corked wilh cotton. The tube 
is then placed iu an oveii and heated until 
all the germs in it, of whatever sort, are 
killed. Next, the tube is briefly uncorked 
and a long steel wire that has been heat- 
ed also to bteriliye it is dipped in the 
germs of the disease which it is desired 
to cultivate and scraped ucwiss the .sur- 
face of the gelatin. 
The tube is uo\v 


recorked and permitted to stand for a 
few hours, at the end of which the bac- 
teria ot the disease, having 1'ouiid the gel- 
atin to their taste for feeding upon, will 
have multiplied enormously, KO as to cov- 
er the surface of the gelauu. Then the 
germs are ready for the purpose for 
which they are kept at th-' museum— 
namely, to enable the physicians to make 
experiments to determine the propel 
method of treating the disease and to 
t>eok remedies for it.—New York Sun.
